The reply to letters sent out last April was 
about 50%. We thought that a fair showing, but we really 
had hoped for more. In order to make it the easiest possible 
for each Brother to send us news for the present issue we en- 
closed in the circular letter a brief questionnaire. We ex- 
pected, therefore, at least a 75% reply. The actual result was

adds just so much to the printer’s bill—which, by the way, will 
be about $75.00 for this issue. Furthermore, it takes a tremen- 
dous amount of the time of the unfortunate Brother who has the 
task of gathering the material for such a large issue. If he 
is willing to go to the trouble of sending you a letter enclosing 
a short questionnaire the least that you can do is to fill that out 
and return it immediately. Something is going to be done 
before you receive the next issue. Hither the reply from the 
graduate chapter in response to our next letter is going to be 
more encouraging, or else the issue will be made smaller, and 
the dead names crossed from the mailing list. If it is worth 
doing at all itis worth doing well. Its value to you will only be 
in direct proportion to the news and other material you send us.

The Chapter Cor- 
respondent of Phi Nu has been much pleased with the business 
like methods by which Brother Bassford carries on the work of 
his office. Why isn’t it possible for every one who is in any 
way responsible to his Chapter in presenting the news to the 
Garnet and White to make every effort to cooperate with Brother 
Bassford, and thereby make his work less cut and dried. We 
firmly believe that Brother Bassford wishes to put out the best 
publication possible, but in order to do so he must have the 
whole-hearted support of every one who deals with him. 

And we might add right here that Phi Nu is more than a 
trifle pleased with the marked change which has been shown in 
the organization of the office of the National Secretary in the 
past few months. Brother Walden has firmly convinced us that 
there actually is a national organization in connection with 
Alpha Chi Rho, and that it has certain strict business-like ways. 
It was not many months ago that Phi Nu found itself utterly 
unable to get into communication with the National Secretary,— 
and it could see nothing to do but bring the matter to the at- 
tention of President Sieder. We are now coming to believe that 
the national organization plays some part in this national fra- 
ternity of Alpha Chi Rho. We trust and hope that there will be 
no other back slide in the progress of the national organization, 
and that the trend will always be onward and upward.

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SOPHMORE RUSHING 

There has been considerable sentiment in the College for 
a change in the rushing season. In the Interfraternity Council 
last year it was decided that rushing would take place during 
the early part of the year, pledging coming between Thanksgiv- 
ing and Christmas. This eliminated the jam of events at mid- 
year, since it was argued that Exams, Rushing, and Carnival 
all at once was too much of a strain on the Freshmen as well 
as the Upper Classmen. 

Since there was some talk about the innovation of a Sopho- 
more rushing season in the future, Phi Nu was far sighted and 
pledged nineteen men from ’28. Immediately after the pledging 
at Thanksgiving time all this talk materialized and the Ad- 
ministration laid down the law. A Sophomore rushing season 
was instituted. 

‘How will this affect Phi Nu? In the first place the present 
Junior delegation will not have to do any rushing work at all 
next year. All the work will be placed on the ’27 and ’28 dele- 
gations, one of which has experienced one rushing season, and 
the other none. Then there will be no income for the budget 
next year from the initiation fees of Freshmen. Somehow or 
other this year’s treasury will have to suffice for two years. 

When College opens in the fall of ’26 there will be only two 
delegations in the Fraternity. Pledging will take place im- 
mediately after the return to Hanover, probably in the first two 
weeks of school. But the class of ’29 will have been in Col- 
lege a whole year, will have had a chance to shape up, will have 
had plenty of chance to pick their fraternity, and will have 
shown by their presence that they were able to withstand the 
onslaught of academic duties. Thus the delegations will practi- 
cally all be sunk on the day College opens and hence all chin- 
ning will be done away with. All that will be necessary will 
be to ask the candidate if he will accept a bid. Except in a few 
cases, bids will be extended only to those men who say they 
will accept them; some one or two may be on the fence. 

In the fall of ’26 the Class of ’29 will return with all its 
talent exposed. The larger and stronger fraternities can pick 
their delegations at will; there will be no chance to grab off a 
good man because his light has for a time been hidden under a 
bushel. The rating of a fraternity on Campus will determine 
the degree of ability of the delegation it gets. Thus all good 
eyes of all good Brothers ought to be turned towards Phi Nu 
at that time, for she will be facing the supreme test of her hard- 
Won place on Campus. If she crashes through better than

ever, as she does every year, we can all smile with satisfaction 
that our duty has not been left undone. If she slips, it is no 
time to say, “I told you so!” It is time to rally forces and 
work towards further success in the future. 

But not only the eyes of all Brothers should be turned 
towards the fraternity; helping hands should also be extended. 
Recommendations, a good word now and then to a prospective 
candidate, and helpful suggestions will all work for a good '29 
delegation.

FINANCIAL PLEDGES FOR A NEW HOUSE ; 

Editor’s Note: Brother Livermore is anxious to see Phi 
Nu in possession of a new house within the next eight or ten 
years. Following is his first report of the progress of his at- 
tempt to set it on a firm financial basis. We believe it is 
worthy of careful reading and consideration. 

The campaign undertaken last winter to secure pledges 
for a new building fund will proceed independently of the work 
of the Building Association in retiring the present mortgage and 
loans. It is based on the assumption that a new house will be 
necessary for Phi Nu in about eight years. 

All the members of the class of 1924 signed these pledges 
for varying amounts, averaging somewhat under $200. As a 
result of letters sent out to alumni at the same time, several 
pledges were received. Other Brothers expressed a willingness 
to aid in the plan, but did not desire to pledge a definite amount.

The total at this time would thus stand at about $3,100, counting 
in pledges of the type just mentioned. 

By following up the appeal, made last summer, during the 
coming months, it is expected that this total will be increased. 
The primary source of additional pledges should come, however, 
from each graduating class during the next five years. Assum- 
ing $1,800 as the average amount to be pledged from each such 
class, the total amount possible under the scheme would be 
about $13,000, collectible between 1929 and 1933. 

A system of pledges for such a project cannot be expected 
to work with pertection. It does not remove the necessity for 
hard personal effort and solicitation by a few individuals when 
the need becomes pressing. It does serve, however, to im- 
press upon each member of the graduate and resident chapters 
his obligation to help in solving the future financial problems 
of Phi Nu. As such, the present plan will be carried on in the 
form that has been approved by the officers of the Building As- 
sociation and of the Graduate Chapter.

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FINANCIAL REPORT OF THE PHI NU BUILDING 
ASSOCIATION 


Brother Weeks has suggested that those of the Alumni who 
are not fully acquainted with the financial policy of the Phi 
Nu Building Association might be interested in a brief state- 
ment from the treasurer regarding the same. 

I shall not attempt to furnish a balance sheet of the Corpora- 
tion at this time. Such data is given in full in the report sub- 
mitted to the Vice-President of the Fraternity each January and 
in the annual report issued each May. I am glad, however, of 
this opportunity to make a few statements regarding the program 
which we are pursuing. 

As is probably generally known, we financed our building 
almost entirely on borrowed capital. This undoubtedly was not 
good business, as it made the annual interest charges very 
burdensome; but it was felt at the time that the necessity of get- 
ting a house which would establish us on the Campus more than 
outweighed the financial considerations. I think that the re- 
sults ‘have justified the attitude then taken, but we must re- 
sign ourselves to paying the bill for some time to come. 

In the original financing $3,000 was loaned by members of 
the Association. The annual interest on these loans, which run 
for 15 years and are retirable at the option of fhe Association, 
is approximately $180. The Peoples Trust ‘Company of Lebanon 
took a mortgage on the property for $14,600. This loan was 
negotiated on a 5% basis. According to the agreement which 
we ‘have with the bank we are retiring this loan at the rate of 
$1,000 a year. We feel that the bank is adopting a very liberal 
policy in this respect. Up to the present time $2,600 of the 
principal has been paid off, making the present mortgage $12,- 
000. This carries an interest burden of $600 per annum. Taxes 
paid to the Town of Hanover average about $350. Allowing 
$200 for incidentals, which figure cannot be called excessive, 
our annual budget calls for an expenditure of $2,330. 

_ To meet this budget we have an income of $2,410, $1,910 of 
which comes from the rents paid by the fourteen men living in 
the house. The remaining $500 is contributed by the Resident 
Chapter for the use of the social rooms. 

It will be noted that this financing makes no provision for 
a depreciation fund which sound business practice demands. 
To establish such a fund it would be necessary to increase our 
income. It has been felt, however, that it would not be feasible 
to attempt to raise room rents which are already as high as cop- 
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ditions in Hanover warrant. Under the circumstances it has been 
found necessary to throw the burden of painting and making 
such minor repairs as are needed on the Resident Chapter. 

It can be clearly seen that at the present rate it will be a 
matter of some ten years yet before our debt is entirely wiped 
out, even by adding to the yearly payments on the principal 
the amounts which are saved through the reduction in interest 
charges. 

The only solution which the directors of your Association 
are able to advance is the securing of more gifts from the 
Brothers. We have sympathized with the aims of those Broth- 
ers who have advocated the raising of a fund for a new house, 
but we have felt that the clearing up of our present indebtedness 
comes first and that it will be no easy task. ‘We assumed cer- 
tain obligations with our eyes open, and it is now up to us to 
“carry through.” (We can do this only by securing the earnest 
cooperation of every Brother of Phi Nu. An appreciation of 
what the directors of your Association are attempting to do will 
make the task less difficult for them. Generous gifts by those 
who are able to contribute will hasten the day when we can 
conscientiously make plans for providing for Phi Nu those 
naneece which our growing importance on the Campus war- 
rants.
